The statements of various sources on the occupation at varndorf 
airfield, which partly apree with cach other, definitely indicate that, as at 
viener Neustadt airfield, the fighter regiment was transferred to an undeter~ 
mined area, probally outside “ast Austris, and that another fighter regiment 
is now stationed at the field. This is supported by the following observations: 
‘the occupation of the agricultural school in Bruck/Leithas the transfer of tue 
PKV<5 UF station; loading and unloading of billeting equipment etc.; the 
driver who did not know the way to Vienna; a train mostly loaded with AA guns, on 
the spur track to the field, the landing of 10 MiG-15s » probably headed by an 
Iie28 plane arriving from the direction of Hungary; and the four large crates 
on the aireraft dispereal area, No information has been received on a possible 
tranefer both of the fighter regiments from Vienna Aspern airfield and the 
fighter division from Deutsch “agran.
